In a darkened little room that for- 


. therly served as a kitchenette in the 


Gordon hotel, 10 1-2 Walton street, 
W. F. Atherton, the tallest member 
ef the Atlanta police force, Saturday 
afternoon, with the revolver. furnished 
him by the city, fired a™bullet into 
his brein and died a few moments 
sater. 

In an adjoining room lived pretty 
Mrs. Helen Norton, wife of an At- 
santa garageman, who told the” ‘po- 
lice that Atherton killed himself be- 
cause of a hopeless passion for her. 

She-was hysterical, and kept. re- 
peating: .“He killed himself over’ 
we; I swear before God kre did.” . 

Verdict of Suicide. 

A coroner's jury. empaneled’ Satur- 
day night, after investigating the cir- 
cumstances surrounding. the death of 
the giant patrolmau, whose beat was 
just in front of the Gordon hotel, 
rendered @ ' suicide. 

A mysterious love letter, addressed 
ic Mrs, Norton and signed -with Ath- 
erton’s name, signatare being 
proved spurioy#.at the inquest, fea- 
tured the hearing, which was of a pri- 
vate nature, 

A. H, Setzer, ‘proprietox. of ‘the ho- 
tel, testified that’ Atherton brought 
tle letter to him Thursday and ex- 
plained that some unknown — person 


' had called him over the telephone and 


said that a strange man then at the 
postoffice was writing the letter, would 
sign Atherton’s name to it and send 
it by messenger to Mrs. Norton at 
the Gordon hotel. 

Ath rton added that he inmediate- 
iy jumped into his automobile. and 


drove to Walton and Broad: streets, 
where he saw the messenger and took 
tne letter from him. Atherton, Mr. 
Setzer testified, denied writing the 
letter and expressed the opinion that 
some fellow-poligeman who had a 
grudge against him, was trying to 
get him off his beat in order to re- 
rort him to Chief Beavers and get 
bim discharged from the force. 

The letter was 2 highly impassion- 
ed love plea and bore strong resem- 
blanee to form lettere published in 
so-called “books of etiquette.” 


Impassioned Letter. 

The text of the forged letter was as 
follows : 

“My Dearest Little Angdltegs: 
Ever since the day I was introduced 
to you, my mind has been so filled 
with the idea of yourself and my 
whole soul so absorbed by the passion 
ot loye, that my thoughts have been 
completely distracted from my daily

John Archibald Patch, 27 years old, 
of 129 Windsor street, is dead with a 
bullet wound through his heart, said 
by the police to have been self-inflict- 
ed, and Miss Louise Quinn, 22 years 
of age, of 182 Holderness street, is 
suffering from a severe flesh wound in 
the right arm caused by a bullet from 
the pistol of Patch, following what 
authorities are convinced was an at- 
‘tempt on the part of the young man to 
end his own life and that of the girl 
he loved late Saturday night. 

Coroner Donehoo will hold an in- 
quest Sunday. 

Patch and Miss Quinn worked in 
the same office of the Atlanta and 
West Point railroad, and it is reported 
that for a year and a half Patch has 
been ‘attentive to the girl and had tried 
to’ persuade her to._marry him. Her 
alleged repeated refusals are believed 
to have been responsible for his sui. 
cide and his attempt to end her life 
at the same time.

}ficers immediately communicated with 
hendquarters, and Chief of Police 
Beavers, Captain of Police A. J. Hol- 
comb, Detective Lieutenant Ryan and 
several detectives were rushed to the 
scene, instituting an immediate inves- 
tigation. 
The two officers who first answer- 
ed the call were accompanied by Po- 
lice Commissioner W. M. Johnson, 
who was at the station at the time 
of the shooting.

“Thereupon Richmond county of- 
ficials and Governor Dorsey employed 
Pierce brothers and E. L. Franklin, | 
0 Augusta, to enforce the collection 
ot bac taxes which had extended for 
a period of seven years upon this 
property. The attorneys representing 
tie county and state presented to the 
t#X receiver evidence of the ownership 
of the property by White and of its 
market value. Whereupon the tax 
receiver assessed the property accord- 
ing to the value shown. « After this 
assessment the executor of mest mite 
de:nanded an arbitrati 
tion 1116-D of the Cole of? of 1910. 
There was a petition-for injunction 
fied by the state to prevent this 
avhitration,: alleging that the board 
Wun improperly organized among other 


tnings. 

“Upon the . preseptation 
peiition the lower court refused the}. 
injunction, and the case was appealed 
ta the popreine . court, which affirmed 
this judgment. Subsequent thereto the 
board of arbitrators rendered an 
award for about one-tenth of the ad- 
mitted value of the securities for the 
seven years in .question. ‘Then the 
state of Georgia for itself-and Rich- 
mond county filed a petition in 
equity to set aside this award upon 
various grounds. 

“To this petition, the executor of 
White's estate demurred upon various 
grounds, which demurrer the lower 
court sustained and demurred to tie 
petition of the state and Richwond 
sourts. The executor aso filed a cross 
bill seeking to have, canceled the 
contracts of the attornéys for the 
state and Richmond county, to which 
eross petition the state and county 
demurred. The lower court overruled 
the demurrer and held the contracts 
illegal. 

“The case was then brought to the 
supreme court and the decision Satur- 
day affirmed the judgment of the low- 
er court in demurring to the petition, 
holding that since the act of 1918 .a 
tax defaulter is not entitled to arbi. 
tration and therefore the arbitration 
was void and equity would not inter- 
vene to set aside a void award for the 
reason that executions might be issued 
by the tax collector upon the assess- 
ments made by the tax receiver regard- 
less of such illegal award. Therefore 
the state and gounty had an adequate 
remedy at law.’ 

In its decision Saturday the supreme 
court affirmed in part and reversed in 
pari the ruling of the lower court. 
The supreme court recognized the prin- 

viple of the right of the state to pro- 
eeed against the White estate.to. col- 
lect the taxes alleged to have been 
unpaid. It held, however, that the 
White estate could proceed in equity 
to preserve all rights it might have 
a; fo the correct amount. due the state..

Le 
prepared himself for the bar, located 
in Atlanta.and had succeeded in build- 
ing up a good practice as a lawyer 
when the civil war broke out and he 
volunteered his services to the’ confed- 
eracy. He was in some of the sever- 
est fighting. under General Long- 
street, and so badly wounded at the 
‘pattle of Cold Harbor that he was left 
for dead on the field by his comrades. 
As a reward for his “skill and valor 
on the field,” he was promoted from 
captain to colonel, skipping the inter- 
mediate grades of major and lieuten- 
ant colonel, dn unusual distinction. In 
he married Miss Mary Frances 
Johnson, of McDonough, Ga., who sut- 
vives him. Mrs. MeBride is the sis- 
ter of two eminent Atlanta merchants, 
Henry Johnson and Russell C. 
penne. of the Chamberlin-Juhnson- 
uBose company. 


Became Civic Leader. 


The war over, Colonel McBride en- 
tered with zeal in the rebuilding of 
the city from its ashes afd soon be- 
came a Jeader in business‘and civic-af- 
fairs. With his brother, the late S, L. 
McBride, he established a wholesale 
and retail crockery and glassware busi- 
ness, the first of its kind in Atlanta, 
operating under the name of 8S. L 

cBride & Co. This concern did busi 
ness on a broad basis, importing goods 
to this city from Europe, China and 
South America, and being one of the 
first mercantile houses in this section 
to put traveling salesmen in the field. 

Aside from serving one or two terms 
n city council, Colonel McBride never 
eld office, but he always took & keen 
interést in civie affairs. He numbered 
several governors among his close 
friefids, and his advice was frequently 
soli by aspirants for office. He 
was outspoken ‘in his political views, 
and known for his unshakable loyalty 
to his friends, who could always count 
on him with equal assurance in defeat 
as well as in victory. 

He was one of the organizers of the 
Confederate Veterans’ association and

commerce, He helped to organize the 
Young Men's library, which was aft- 
erwards merged in the Carnegie city 
library,. and was a promoter of the

CRIME AND PENALTY. 

The seemingly increasing preva- 
lence of crime during the present 
period of after-war readjustment 
has given rise to'a general ‘ques- 
tioning of the modern and more 
humane methods of punishing 
criminals and of prison discipline, 


In our own state there has been 
little complaint that our system of 
treatment accorded incarcerated 
men and women inclines too much 
to the side of kindness; but con: 
siderable agitation has been ir 
dulged in to increase the statutoty. 
penalty fixed for crimes of given 
types—for example, to make. such 
crimes as burglary and highway 
robbery punishable by hanging. ; 

In many: states, however, there 
is similar agitation directed 
against the so-called “coddling” of 
convicts. In New York; ‘or in 
stance, the disciplinary system ém- 
ployed in Sing Sing has come in 
for severe criticism of late because 
of its “softness;” and Police Com- 
missioner Enright, of Néw York 
city, has express®d an opinion that 
Sing 
“coddied” too much, given too 
much ease and comfort and too 
much good food. 

Warden Lawes, : successor to 
Thomas Mott Osborne in charge of 
the prison, defending the Osborne- 
Lawes system of prison discipline 
in a public statement a few days 
ago, argued in effect that the prac- 
tice of brutality on prisoners by. 
prison | authorities is not a deter- 
rent to the commission of “crime, 
but only tends to cultivate and in- 
tensify the evil propensities of tha 
victims. 

“We 

said— 
—a stern and thorough system of 
discipline in spite of all superficial 
observations to the contrary. We 
do not use ball and chain; we do 
not shave heads, unless the inmate 
prefers that style of headdress; we 
do not dress the men in stripes; 
we do”’not use whips or clubs, The 
days of that kind of prison dis- 
cipline have gone, I hope to stay 
gone, and I speak out of long years 
of prison experience, not from sen- 
timent. Our system of -discipline 
is not the ufinatural system of 
brute compulsion; it is the natural 
system of special rewards for good 
behavior, and special punisiments 
for breach of the rules.” 
‘ The prisoners are given work to 
‘ee-ocmatethe to keep both hand 
and brain occupied. Baseball 
games, band concerts, motion pic- 
fures and other forms of entertain- 
ment are provided for them dur- 
ing hours of recreation; the basic 
idea being, not merely to punish 
the inmate, but to reform him and 
to reconstruct his attitude toward 
life and the -world in which he. is 
to move about at the expiration of 
his term, 

That should be the aim of dis- 
yCipline in every prison; and our 
crimina] laws and law-enforcement 
régulations should be predicated 
upon the principle that the cer. 
tainty, rather than the severity, of 
‘punishment is the greatest deter- 
rent to the commission of ¢rime. 

To put burglary and robbery in 
the category of capital offenses 
would, to say the least, be an ex- 
periment of doubtful value. 

But to revamp our criminal laws 
and’ rules of enforcement, and of 
court procedure, in such a way as 
to afford reasonable certainty that 
any man who commits a crime 
wil} be caught and deprived of his.

W..W. Webb, of the: state bureau 
‘of markets, gives the. farmers of 


this state some mighty..good ad- 


vice when he admonishes them 
against selling their pigs. 

He pointed out that a 66-pound 
pig would have brought $3 last 
December, whereas, that same pig, 
“fed on cheap corn’—of which the 
cash market value is extremely 
low — would today weigh 240 
pounds and be worth not less than 
$21 on the hoof; at prevailing 
market prices, | a 

“Every farmer,” he says, “who 
sold a 60-pound pig last December 
lost $18 in the transaction. 

By selling pigs. instead of hogs, 
said Mr. Webb, “the farmérs of 
Georgia are giving away between 
two and two-and-a-half million dol- 
lars a year!” 

An investigation recently con- 
ducted by the federal department 


of agriculture at the inst‘gation of. 


Senator Harris,.uncovered the fact 
that hog-raisers of the west net 
thousands of dollars each year in 
buying*Georgia pigs and fattening 
them on corn for market. 

The investigation was instituted 
in response to complaints of dis- 
crimination .by northern packers 
against Georgia pork. 

The investigation. showed that 
this alleged’ “discrimination” is 
due to the fact that Georgia hogs 
are fattened largely..on peanuts, 
and, aceording to..the northern 
packers, peanut-fed pork is “soft 
and oily” and commands. & lower 

price per pound than corn-fed pork. 


herefore,. northern buyers buy 
Georgia: pigs and hogs, ship them 
north, feed them for a few weeks 
on cornjiatid seli-them ‘at a profit 
of several cents a pound even after 
paying alf transportation .charges. 
. If Speanut-fed pork is: “soft and 
oily”..there is.no reason why the 
farmers of Georgia cannot harden 
their hogs on Georgia-grown corn. 
just as well, and as profitably, as 
western farmers can harden them 
on western corn! 


Georgia last year produced 
around. 90,000,000 bushels: of corn; 
and. it is capable of producing 
three or four times that amount— 
and equally as good corn as can 
be grown in any state in the union. 

But ,instead of Georgia feeding 
is corn: to Georgia-bred pigs: and 
marketing it in the form of prime 
pork and at a handsome profit to 
the grower. it sells many of its 
pigs for western growers to fatten 
on corn, this state producing not 
even enough pork to meet the re- 
quriements of its own population! 

There is money to be made in 
rg ye in Geotgia, and lots 

it; and im order to get the 
greatest possible value out of it, 
most of it should be marketed in the 
form of Georgia corn-fed pork. 


SOARING STAR SALARIES. 

That the motion picture indus- 
try is being operated on an arti- 
ficial and inordinately extrava- 
gant basis has been repeatedly 
charged of late in connection with 
reeént revelations as to the man- 
ner, of living in the film world, 
the’ popular verdict being that 
movie pay checks are all out of 
proportion to the value of services 
rendered and that such a system 
is not ‘conducive to a wholesome 
state of morality. 

Dvidence going to show that 
the. salaries paid in “movieland” 
—for, at least, to the leading per- 
sonages of the silent drd@ma—are 
extreme, if not exorbitant, was 
adduced a few days ago in the 
trial of a suit brought by a former 
alleged benefactress against Mary 
Pickford (Mrs. Douglas Fair- 
banks) in which the plaintiff 
claims .Miss. Pickford owes her 
$108,000 for “influence” used in 
getting the pay envelope of the 
actress fattened. 

In two years, it. developed. dur- 
ing the trial of the case before 
a New York judge, Miss Pickford 
received more than $1,000,000 for 
her services. An agent testified 
that’ her. salary’ was $10,000 a 
week, which sum was amplified 
by 50 per cent of the profits from 
her. pictures. 

The witness said’ that when 
Miss Pickford entered the “mo- 
tion picture game” her salary was 
$30 a week; and she is still under 
30 years. of age.

Of Business Men

Editor Constitution: The great 
great trouble with our city (and 
all cities), is the failure of our ac- 
tive and successful business men to 
take part in city politics. Men that 
are busy with their own private 
affairs feel that they cannot afford 
to run the city government, and so 
they leave it to the city politicians 
and take it out in complaining. That 
this condition of things is not as it 
should be goes without saying. But 
how to remedy.it is a serious and 
important problem. 

What the city wants is the good 
sense of its best business men in 
the management of its important 
interests, and, as things ordinarily 
go, she doesn’t get it and ean’t have 
it. She doesn’t want her young 
and inexperienced men to be con- 
stantly struggling, frequently, if 
not always, as aenatter of personal 
ambition, for these important of- 
fices. But in spite of what she 
wants, the local politician is in the 
forefront. And we may count on 
it that he will always remain there. 
So the question arises, 
regulate and control him’? This, 
of course, cannot be done wurless 
our best business men are willing 
to give enough of their time to 
make themselves felt in the man- 
agement of the city’s business. 

Now, I am not in favor of mak- 
ing a grand effort to eliminate the 
politician and set him aside. If 
you do this he won't stay set aside, 
and it becomes a constantly recur-. 
ring effort, and the business man 
gets tired of it, as we have seen so 


often in the past and the politi- 
cians serenely bob up and the busy 
business man steps to one side and 
lets him take the job. So, it is @ 
question as to how the besiness 
man can control him and utilize 
him to the best advantage: After 
all, the politician is a good fellow, 
and all we need to do with him is 
to keep him straight. 

I would suggest that, these busy 

and successful men, who do not 
want the city offices, and are will- 
ing to say so by pledging them- 
selves not to seek office, should get 
together in an organized capacity, 
and the fundamental quaiification 
for .a place in that organization 
should be that every member 
should pledge himself not to seek 
or accept any office in the city gov- 
ernment; but simply to watch those 
who do. Let them have a general 
committee and when an office seek- 
er comes to the forefront let them 
cast their eyes upon him, and if 
there should be seéevefal who seek 
office, let them select the best and 
recommend him to the Voters. 
And, then, I would suggest fur- 
ther, that this committee should be 
authorized to. meet from time to 
time as they might, determine in an 
advisory capacity for the purpose of 
helping to forward the best inter- 
ests of the city in all matters where 
they might consider that their ad- 
vice migt be needed or helpful.

MARKET IS WEAK 


AT NEW ORLEANS 


New Orleans, March 4.—Figures 
on fertilizer sales in the south. were 
a supporting influence for a while in 
the cotton market today, but after 
mid-session the tone was distinctly 
weak under a great deal of liquidation 
from the long side and rather ag- 
gressive new selling. The close was 
practically at the lowest of the ses- 
sion, at net losses of 21 to 25 point, 
May closing at 16.56. 

While the opening was lower early, 
losses amounted to only 2 to 8 points 
and there were partial recdveries 
from this as the result of a state- 
ment by Secretary Hester, of the New 
Orleans cotton exchange, placing the 
sales of fertilizers in nine states of 
the cotton belt at 552.336 tons during 
the seven months ending with Febru- 
ary, against 658,728 during the same 
period a year ago, and 1,858,777 two 
years ago. This was a decrease of 
16 per cent, compared with the sales 
ef last year and a decrease of 70 per 
cent, compared with those of two 
vears ago. While this was regarded 
ay very unfavorable in connection 
with the outlook for production dur- 
ing the coming season, it caused no 
aggressive buying. 

Weather conditions over the belt 
were considered more favorable, tem- 
peratures being more moderate. It 
was complained, however, that fhe 
further rains-in the eastern division 
of the cotton region would interfere 
with crop preparations.

_ This did not prove to the shorts 
just, the condition that existed, for 
pools and big operators generally seem 
to foresee probabilities. of furth®r 
heavy public demand, and in order 
not to frighten this outside buy 

away, it would necessary to pre- 
vent sharp declines at this time. 

Therefore, whenever stocks were of- 
fered down by shorts, there was mere- 
ly a waiting attitude on’ the part of 
the market operators on the long side, 
but the minute. the shorts tried to 
cover, offerings were withdrawn and 
some sharp rallies occurred. Thus in 
a certain stock, there were three 
driyes by bears in one day on which 
the stock eased off 2 to 3 points while 
the selling was in progress, but re. 
covered all of the loss each time when 
the pressure stopped. Another stock 
recovered 6 points from its low on 
a much smaller volume of buying than 
it had taken to put it down. 

Short, Interest. 

_ Therefore, it would appear that dur- 
ing the last week or two, the big 
operators and pools have been allow- 
ing. a short interest to grow up in 
the market in order to prevent there 
being an situation under which 
prices could he thrown into sustained 
declines. Thus if a short interest 
had not been fostered, it probably 
would have come in on the figst sign 
of profit-taking selling and either 
forced sharp reactions or compelled 
the market supporters to take on 
big blocks of stock. 

By encouraging it through the way 
stocks were made to look soft at times, 
prior to the time when they really 
were to ease a little, the average 
professional bear was induced to sell 
short before the psychological moment 
to do so. It would seem to be ap- 
parent that the men in fontrol of the 
market foresee generally higher mar- 
kets for some time to come on which 
distribution of pool holdings can be 
made leisurely, and for that reason 
there were no attempts either to push 
stock on to the market or to have the 
market react in order to buy back 
stock that had been sold. 


Higher Prices. 


The many indications of improving 
business would seem to warrant the 
belief that higher security prices are 
coming. The better railroad earnings, 
increasing car loadings, higher oper- 
ating ratios of the ‘steel companies, 
steady improvement in the banking 

sition and other definite proofs of 
etterment in business apparently 
point to reason fer generally strong 
securities markets over the next few 
months. 

_The average individual has not yet 
discovered the improvement, however, 
und until he does, there is not much 
chance for big public buying of stocks. 
The last week and the one before it

Many Pools. 

There are dozens of these pools, 
all strongiy entrenched through hav- 
ing bought their stocks at lower lev- 
els and through having plenty of 
money’ back of them, and if there is 
anything in the way the market acts, 
it would appear that it is shaping up 
so that the public will soon not only 
take over the pool holdings, but for 
a time run the market without any 
professional backing. 

All bull markets reach a stage 
where the pools and big operators 
have sold out, where the first outside 
buyers have mostly taken their prof- 
its, and where new buyers come fiock- 
ing in and carry the market them- 
selves for a time. 

When this stage is reached, how- 
ever, it always ends with a sicken- 
ing sensation to stockholders when 
everyone who has stocks wants to sell 
and there are no bid until prices 
have declined very fast and very far. 
All signs point to. the probability 
that the current market is going to 
work into such a speculative orgy, 
but’ that it is still-a long distance be- 
low peak prices for many stocks and 
2 long ways from the point where pool 
snpport will be withdrawn and the 
public run the market onto high 
plateaus from whigh it will run off 
as from a precipice into a_ valley. 


Money Market. 


The money market was generally 
firm in the last week, reflecting the 
first of the month needs for funds. 
The position of the banks of the coun- 
try is so strong at the present time 
that there would be ample reason 
tor a reduction in reserve bank rates 
but this is apparently being withheld 
because of the fear that it would 
would cause too much speculative 
borrowing. ‘Time money is held up 
by it, although it is reported that 
moderate concessions can be obtained 
by borrowers from quoted rates for 
time fund 

The call money market has been 
sustained by the constant shifting of 
funds under which they are not al- 
lowed to accumulate in uy money 
center if this tends to cause a low- 
ering of call rates. With the con- 
stant decrease in the total sums 
loaned and with “frozen credits” that 
vere a menace to business a year 
ego from their size, almost eliminat- 
ed, there are no chances that money 
will be tight for a long time to come. 
On the other hand, it may be that 
further steps will be taken from time 
to time, as they have been recently, 
io prevent any further easing in 
rates. For nearly all purposes, and 
especially when compared with last 
year, money rates are now on a basig 
to encourage business and make bor- 
rewing easy. 

Foreign Exchange. ~ 

The dgreign exchange market was 
eomewnab irregular, with a disposi- 
tion shown by speculative interests 
to sell the leading exchanges on the 
theory that after such big advances 
they are due for reactions.

Brokerage Failures 


New York, March 4.—Involuntary petitions in bankruptcy were 
filed in the courts here one day this week for five stock brokerage 
firms doing business in our financial district,-and on thé same day the 
failure was announced of three out-of-town brokerage firms. That 
made 24 of these failures within a month, afd over 40 since this trouble 
first began. Later in the week other failures occurred. Millions and 
millions of dollars have thus been lost by the public. 3 

Some of these failures were due to the fact that the firnfs were 
out-and-out “bucket” shops operating in defiance of state and federal 
laws. Some of these firms confessing bankruptcy were perfectly 
straight as far as their business methods were concerned, but were 
financially weak and could not stand.the strain first of hard times ard 
then of “runs” caused by the raids on the. “bucket” shops. 

Stock brokerage firms in the class last named might be likened to 
the smal]i independent steel manufacturers who make a great deal of 
money when business is brisk, but who, in lean périods, get into all 
kinds of trouble. In good times they just go with.tle tide and make a 
“killing.” But in lean periods trouble comes through small income, 
heavy overhead and lack of working capital. tm 

Some of the brokerage firms with out-of-town wires which fafled 
this week had working captta] of $50,000 or even less. To rent one 
wire from New York to Boston calls for $5,000. One from New York 
to Chicago costs $16,000 a year. There are many New York Stock Ex- 
change firms which have several wires running to each large center 
such as Boston, Philadelphia, Pittsburg, Chicago. 

Then, besides the cost of renting wires, there are the wire opera- 
tors and other clerks to pay, rents, etc. A good-sized stock exchange 
firm has annual overhead of from $460,000 to $600,000. 

There are two ways in which a brokerage firm pays this overhead— 
one through commissions on securities bought and sold, the other in the 
interest collected from customers who borrow money to carry securi- 
‘ties on margin. To justify an annual “overhead” of from $400,000 to 
$600,000 a stock brokerage firm should:be doing a business calling for 
bank loans of from $15,000,000 to $20,000,000. o get that much credit

arge losses. Only a few weeks ago 
seeing what was coming the new 
president of the stock exchange at the 
unnual members dinner said that the 
lime had arrived when the members 
collectively must assure themselves of 
ihe financial standing of one another's 
uffairs. He said he stood absolutely 
for regular examination of the condi-

Lermine capital, commitments, and the 


“eneral policy followed in doing busi- 
ness, 

Such a statement coming from ‘the 
tvekident of the stock exchange was 
revolutionary. Nevertheless this un- 
expected statement was enthusiasti-. 
cally applauded. But the facts also 
are that as far as is known nothing 
nas been done to carry out the presi- 
dent’s suggestions. 

Untermyer’s Proposal. 

Commenting this week on the ex- 
istence of the “bucket” ‘shops, the 
brokerage failures, and the move 
made at Albany for legislation to pro- 
rect investors, Samuel Untermyer de- 
cared that neither congress nor the 
state legislatures had courage enough 
in the face of the strong opposition 
»nised hy Wall street to pass the only 
kind, of legislation that would do any 
sood, a law demanding the incorpora- 
tion of the New York stock exchange 
with power of regulation placed in 
the hands of state ‘or federal authori- 
ties. : 

Untermyer may or may not be 
right. There is something to be said 
nbout the absolute controt now exer- 
.ised by the stock exchange over mem- 
overs. Only a few days ago one mem- 
her was quickly expelled for unfair 
dealings: with customers. Under in- 
coryoration that member could’ have 
gotten out an injunction and tied up 
his case in the courts indefinitely. 

But one thing is certain. Unless 
rve stock exchange promptly accepts 
the opportunity under existing con- 
ditions to protect the public the mat- 
ter is going to be taken out of its 
hands. The yrand jury here which 
has been probing bucket shop opera- 
tions brought in a report this week 
recommending that ali stock brokers 
he supervised on the same basis as 
hanks and insurance companies. 

Not Protected. . 

Today the:average trader in the 
stock market is not properly protect- 
ed. He has not. been given . proper 
means of knowing a “bucket” shop 
or a firm with insufficient working, 
capital from a reliable house. 
There should be regular examina- 
tions by the stock exchange of the 
sccounts of members, and the firms 
stould be allowed by the stock ex- 
change to publish their sworn re- 
ports of capitai, as the banks do.

“Your work must be so fascinating. Do you think there would 
be any possibility that I could learn to do it?” 

i How many times in the everyday life does a business or profes- 

gona] woman hear this from another woman? Indeed, it, is an atti- 
tude of mind that extends even to the activities of the so-called leisure 

woman. 

It is quite remarkable, indeed, how full of enthusiasm a woman 
frequently is to do the kind of work that she knows nothing about. 
It always looks easier than what she is doing, and she is very much 
inclined to ovzrlook the great amount of preparation which has been 
necessary io make it easy. This, of course, applies to the woman 
who is not in love with her work, and therefore it does not apply to 
the successful woman, because she usually is in love with whatever is 
her line, whether writing stories, selling dry goods or rearing children. 

Unfortunately, at the present stage of woman’s economic prog- 
fess there are a- great mahy busy women who are not in love with 
their work. Sometimes this is because they are women of smal] or 
discontented minds, who would be ill-placed wherever their place 
might be, or women who started out as wage-earners when there were 

very few openings for women, and who had, therefore, to choose 
according to the openings available, and not according to their tal- 

‘ents. Once in a certain rut, they had not the initiative or the courage 

** or the survival of enthusiasm to break away from work tirat is dis- 

_* tasteful to prepare themselves al] over again in some other direciion. 

7 It may reconcile the discontented woman who is envious of suc- 
cess to hear what a successful woman said the other day about her 
“royal road” to achievement. She is a writer of national reputation, 

_-and thé initial price she gets for her stories, without the royalties to 

* follow, frequently runs into five figures. She was asked how many 

hours a day she averaged at work. 

“I begin writing at 8:30 in the morning, and continue until 12 or 
1:30. After lunch I begin again at 2, and write until it is too dark to 
see. Then after supper I work frequently until 1 o’clock. This night 

__ work is frequently not steady writing, however, but making notes for 

- the next day, or for future work.

YOU NEVER PAY MORE at— 
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Women’s Salaries / 
Drawing Attention 
Of Voters’ League 


Congressman Gordon Lee is the 
Georgia member of the appropriations 
committee of the house of representa- 
tives. The timeliness of this remind- 
er hinges on the fact that the Geor- 
gia League of Women Voters is di- 
recting the attention of women just 
now to the discrepancy between the 
salaries paid the men and the women 
in the United States department of la- 
bor. 

The women’s bureau of the United 
States department of labor, with a to- 
tal appropriation for the current year 
amounting to $75,000, has a small and 
highly technical staff, all women, most 
of whom are investigators and experts 
in the problems of the 8,000,000 wage 
earners in the United States. 


The technical staff of the women’s 
bureau, in respect to training, respon- 
sibility and specialized ability, is com- 
parable to the technical staff (mostly 
men) of the bureau of labor statistics 
to which congress allows the following 
salaries : 

Bureay of labor statistics: One 
statistician at $3,000, two employees at 
$2,760 eacl. one\ employee at $2,520; 
six statistical clerks at $2,000 (plus 
$240 bonus), five employees at $2,280 
(plus $240 bonus. 

The technical staff of the women’s 
| bureau is compurable also to the tech- 
nical staff of the United States bu- 
reau of efficiency to which, under the 
title of “accountants and investiga- 
tors’ (all men) congress allows a to- 
tal appropriation of $125,000, and be- 
sices the chief and assistant chief, 25 
salaries .anging from $2,000 to $4,250, 
as follows: 

Bureau of efficiency : One employee 
at $4,250, five employees at $4,000, 
+three employees at $3,600, one em- 
ployee at $3,500, two ‘employees at 
$3,250, five employees at $3,000, two 
employees at $2,750, three employees 
at $2,400 (plus $240 bonus), five em- 
ployees at $2,000 (plus $240 bonus). 

Up to last year the women’s bureau 
was without the present limitation on 
it~ salaries. With the enactment for 
that limiting proviso the following re- 
ductions were imposed: 

Women’s bureau: Industrial super- 
visor, $2,500, reduced to $2,000; chief 
clerk, $2,740, reduced to $2,000; chief 
st .tistician, $2,240, reduced to $2,000; 
two industrial agents, $2,200, reduced 
to $1,800; one editor, $2,000, reduced 
to $1,800; one research assistant, $2.,- 
000, reduced to $1,800; one research 
assistant, $1,840, reduced to $1,800; 


$1,800. 

No other bureau in the government 
has so low a limit placed upon its 
expert staff and upon no other bureau 
was such a reduction imposed. 

And asa consequence of this reduc- 
tion the woman’s bureau has lost six of 
its most valuable employees during the 
year, who resigned to accept positions 
in outside employment at better sala- 
ries, this occurring during the period 
of the most unemployment in the his- 
tory of the country. 

Furthermore the total! amount of 
muney involved in the salary reduce 
tions forced upon the women’s bureau 
by the limiting provision in the cur- 
rent bill, namely $2,160, is not money 
saved to the federal treasury because 
the limitatior® does not reduce the to- 
tal amount of the appropriation. It 
merely prevents the advantageous ex- 
penditure of the fund provided. 

For the coming fiscal year anc the 
appropriation bills now pending, both 
the secrétary of labor and the bureau 
of the budget have recommended that 


the women’s bureau appropriation be 
increased from a_ total of $75,000 to 
$100,000 without the limitation on sal 
aries. The appropriations committee 
therefore can be consistent with its 
rules if it will adopt the recommen. 
dation of the bureau of the budget and 
thereby remove the discriminatory lim- 
it on the women’s bureau salaries, 

It is to be borne in mind that the 
women’s bureau employees are denied 


the $240 “bonus,” which is allowed 


to ther other bureaus of the govern- 
ment, this in addition to the discrim- 
inatory proviso limiting their basic sal- 
aries. 

If the women of Georgia see no 
reason why women should not be paid 
the same salary as men for the same 
work, they are urged by the Georgia 
League of ‘Women. Voters to write or 
wire Congressman Lee and tell him so.

Mrs. Albert E. Thornton, chairman 
of community service, Georgia Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, in her re- 
cent report to the executive board, 
quoted Franklin Lane, former secre- 
tary of the interior, in his very 
graphic description of community 
service, when he said, “The thing that 
impresses me is that the work is so 
sensible; you do not waste time with 
the discussion of vague theories as 
wide as the world, but get right down 
to the*one big job of the world, mak- 
ing the home, the home town and all 
its parts better to look at, to live in 
and to work with.” 

“The whole plan of the community 
service of the federation,” said Mrs. 
Thornton, “is to help and to inspire 
the people in every community in the 
state to help themselves. I tried last 
year to stress the importancé of hay- 
ing a community center, and urged 
that the school house be used, not 
only for the children during school 
hours, but on evenings and holidays 
for addresses, public discussions and 
entertainments. 

“The great need of our people is 
information; and this get-together 
program offers the very best oppor- 
tunity to know one another, to discuss 
community needs. to develop leader- 
ship, to make better citizens and to 
have a real good time. 

Mrs. Thornton gave as ar example 
of an ideal community program for 
a year’s work that which the Co-opera- 
tive Educational association of Vir- 
ginia has worked out; this program is 
now effective in one hundred counties 
and twelve cities. With the school- 
house as a community center over 
300,000 citizens were brought together 
last year to discuss and study their 


civic, public welfare and educational 
poblems and recreation. 

_Each month is devoted to some spe- 
cial subject these including better 
chureh and Sunday schools; better li- 
braries, better roads, better homes and 
ccmmunities, better playgrounds, bet- 
ter farms, better citizenship, better 
community spirit, better schools, bet- 
ter community centers, better health, 
community Christmas celebrations. 
A significant feature of this success- 
ful program is that a Georgia woman, 
trained for her work at the Georgia 
State College of Agriculture in its 
home economics department, is at the 
head of the Virginia work. 

“Good roads and conservation of

two of the most important activities of, 
community service,” and ghe urges 
especially the organization of the 
juniors for nature study and out-door 
activities, stressing the value of the 
Boy and Girl Scout movements.

Truth a Requisite 
For Short Stories. 


Says Corra Harris! 


The short story contest inaugurat- 
ed by the Georgia federation makes 
particularly pertinen* the suggestions 
as ‘to short story writing recen y 
made by Corr@ Harris; one of the 
most successful of present-day writ- 
ers, which she contributed, by request, 
to the Georgia Cracker, the magazine 
of the University of Georgia. 

“Writing,” says Mrs. Harris, “ig 
the foreign language of thought, dif- 
ferent from the emotional, careless, 
ill-fitting “words in speech, which we 
do not notice. because they are spok- 
en, not written, and because the per- 
sonality of the speaker helps to carry 
the narrative. : 

_ “The best advice: for young writers 
is to follow the example.of Robert 
Louis Stevenson. Years before Mr. 
Stevenson began to write for publica- 
tion, he was accustomed to go out and 
describe, interpret scenes and people, 


any one he chanced to meet ina, 


morning’s walk, any sight he chanced 
to see. He practiced this until his 
words fitted what he saw. They were 
made literally to show and mean what 
he saw. They are the freshest, most 
vital wind blown, dew _ sparkling 
words to be found anywhere in mod- 
ern literature. They are not odd, but 
simple words. , 

“The reading of poetry is a great 
help. Balzac is a marvelous student 
of human nature. And my own ex- 
perience is that there is no book 
equal to the Bible to teach majesty, 
and simplicity of expression. 

“The chief thing is to learn to 
speak the truth, and not to fear, but 
always to tell it, and not to ‘mistake 
it for mere facts out of which mere 
fiction and scandals are made, The 
student wll find his own heart his 
best text book if he is willing to learn 
it. If he is not, it is a waste of time 
trying to write.”

“You can’t keep a good state down. 
That is what I believe of Georgia. Its 
full development, according .o its re- 
sources, has got to come. But when? 
Why not in our own generation?”

J. E. Hays, of Montezuma, president 
of the Georgia Federation of Wom- 
en’s Olubs, before the Georgia associa- 
tion at its meeting in Atlanta the past 
week,

Her address, clear and to the point, 
consisted of two parts; one concerped 
the development vf the home which she 
defined as the basic element in the de- 
velopment of the community, and there 
fore the state, and she named the five 
or. six things which have been most 
vital in the achievement of rural de- 
velopment up to its present status. The 
second part defined the two things 
most needed for the state’s best inter- 
ests in the future.

With the delivery 
at the farm door of newspapers, mag- 
azines and even fashion books and pat- 
terns, no longer is the sunbonnet 
abroad in the land, except. where it 
belongs—on the farm in the midst of 
work. 

“It used to be that ninety per tent of 
the inmates of the state asylum for the 
insane were rural women brought there 
by the devastating drudgery and mo- 
notony of the farm.

“All of this points to the crying need 
for vocational education. Every child 
in Georgia, whatever else his edu- 
cation, should be taught how to con- 
vert at least one Georgia product into 
salable goods of the highest standard. 
The most direct way’to go about this 
would be to enlarge our agricultural 
college, our technical school, the G. N. 
& I. C. and the South Georgia Normal, 
and to press vocational education in 
our high schools. 


“The second great need in Georgia is 
to bring people here from the outside 
who will help us in appreciation of 
the resources we have, and their devel- 
opment, Georgia women are ready, I 
believe, to join with the Georgia asso- 
ciation in welcoming these to the 
state.”

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Statistics have proven that one out of every fopr children in the 
United States is classified as undernourished. This fact, for it is a 
fact, is known to public health officials, yet’ there are fathers and 
mothers who have not been awakened to this danger, and cannot dis- 
tinguish between starvation and undernourishment. . 

S. Josephine Baker, M. D., director, bureau child hygiene, depart- 
ment of health, New York city, states that this undernourished condi- 
tion is more prevalent among children in rural districts than those | 
who live in the cities, yet, on the othér hand, children of well-to-do 
parents are found as poorly nourished as children of the poor. Under- 
nourishment, Dr. Baker says, means that the child today is not prop- 
erly developed. ; ! 

The method of determining whether a child is undernourished is 
to find the weight, then compare weight with height. Standard weights 
and heights tables are supplied by the bureau of education of the 
department of the interior, at Washington, D. C., for boys and girls at 
different ages. ‘ 

Should a child register one-tenth below the allotted weight for 
height, as prescribed by these tables, it is an indication of under- 
nourishment. . 

The following table is given for the benefit of fathers and mothers: 
Up to fourteen years of age, boys and girls gain in weight in the same 
proportion.. From five to eight years the monthly gain will be about 
six ounces; from eight to twelve years, eight ounces; from twelve to 
fourteen years, twelve ounces each month. After that time, boys gain 
more rapidly than girls. From fourteen to sixteen years,.of age, boys 
will gain about one pound a month, while girls will gain not more than 
half a pound in the same period. . “ 

Dr. Baker believes that one of the outstanding symptoms of the 
undernourished child is fatigue, and the behavior of the child usually 
lenotes the physical symptoms. There are two distinct types of under- 
nourished children, however, one being dull, listless, and unable to 
make an effort, always too tired to play, or study, and only able to 
make an effort, save for existence. Then again, the other type is 
nervous, emotional, restless, highstrung, oftimes overactive, crying and 
very irritable without seeming cause. Unstable appetites and poor 
sleening are characteristics of both these types. : 

Undernourishment does not necessarily mean that a child is under- 
fed.

Will. you please remind your chap- 
ter of the following few facts concern- 
ing the Georgia room in the Confed- 
erate museum at Richmond? 

. The idea of converting the “White 
House of the Confederacy” into a con- 


federate museum originated with that 
patriotic band of women. the “Confed- 
erate Memorial Literary society,” of 
Richmond, and because of their efforts, 
the city of Richmond presented to 
them in 1890 that historic building, to 
be used for that wonderful purpose. 

On February 22, 1896, it was for- 
mally presented to the public. 

The society soon realized that to 
perpetuate that: memorial of the con- 
federacy that an endowment § fund 
would be neéessary, and $200,000 was 
deemed ample. 

Every confederate state was a)- 
lotted a room, and was asked to sub- 
scribe $3,000,as their quota of the gen- 
eral endowment fund; this to provide 
indefinjtely, care of relics and memen- 
toes and safe-keeping of all records 
and historical data of that. state. 
There, kept in honored memory, are 
the records of your kinsmen and of 
mine, 

For a years the@Georgia division. 
v. D.-C€., has been listlessly subscrib- 
ing: to. "Georgia's quota. In the 27 
years we have given just $1,755.66. 

Do you. think that. we have been 
quite keeping the faith? 

Why:-are we so élow to fulfill so 
sacred an, obligation? 

The Georgia division, U. D. é., has 
many great achievements to its credit. 
It has hestowed many bounteous gifts, 
,erected many monuments, endowed 
scholarships and aided unnumbered 
charities, but—it has failed in its 
duty tothe Georgia room. *

That.is one reason for the success 
of institutions—hotels and retail mer- 
chants, manufacturers—~during the 
past few years, which have produced 
novelties. In 1920 and early 1921 
the firm which could present ‘‘some- 
thing new” got business and had no 
complaint of volume. 

People do not look twice at the 
price of articles which have appealed 
to their curiosity. 

Let this statement be emphasized 


_—if curiosity is aroused, the price be- 


comes incidental, 

That prevails only when money is 
plentiful, and is being spent freely. 
No, it prevails all the time. Note the 
rule carefully—and you will observe 
that the appeal must be to this in- 
stinct to try something new, to buy 
something that has about it an atmos- 
phere of novelty, as well as the usual 
ee for the particular pros- 
pect, 

Merchants, as well as hotel man- 
agers, have assumed that the public 
compares prices. The public does not 
compare prices—it compares the serv- 
ice offered, with its preconceived, oft- 
en mistaken, standards of service. One 
illustration: A patron may have de- 
eided that he will pay only two dol- 
lars for a room—but if for two-fifty 
he can get service that has a new 
appeal, he will consider the extra half 
dollar as a good investment. Another 
illustration: a patron may have made 
up his mind to a 75-cent meal; but if 
a dollar table d’hote is offered in such 
a way that his curiosity is aroused, 
he will forget his six-bit price stand- 
ard.—The Hotel Bulletin. 


HOTELS ARE CENTERS 
OF CIVIC ACTIVITY 


Speaking of the importance of hotels 
to public welfare, Governor Stokes of 
New Jersey said: 

“Hotels are more than mere lodging 
houses and restaurants. They are cen- 
ters of civic activity. They entertam 
conventions of all kinds, educational, 
financial, commercial, religious, scien- 
tific, commercial, religious, humani- 
tarian. ‘They~ house statesmen, busi- 
ness men, world travelers, diplomats, 
authors, ministers, actors and men 
from all walks of life—the men who 
do things in life. Hotels are really 
universities of life where all kirds 
of conventions and conferences are 
held in various. activities; for the de- 
velopment of policies and the creation 
of public opinion that guide the na- 
tion for better or for worse. Laws 
may be launched at the white house, 
but they are determined upon in con- 
ference in hotel lobbies and assembly 
rooms. Most large hotels today have 
convention halls that make them the 
arena of the state’s and nation’s actir- 
ities. Here the legislator makes his 
headquarters. 

“The hotel man comés in contact 
with Jeaders of thought in business 
and industry, with statesmen and poli- 
ticians. He gains a wide acquain- 
tance and he himself becomes a clear- 
ing house of the best thought of the 
days. He is necessarily always up to 
date and by proper diplomacy he can 
exercise a great influence in the af- 
fairs of his state and nation.’’ 

When asked about the recently pro- 
posed 10 per cent tax on the hotel in- 
dustry, Governor Stokes said: “Such 
a proposal is an absurdity. It can 
only be conceived by little minds who 
have not the mental capacity for real 
statesmanship. The idea of taxing a 
man for sleeping and eating is an in- 
sult to nature and nature’s God.” 

The governor also expressed opposi- 
tion to any attempt at putting the ho- 
tel industry of any state under the 
direction of a public service commis- 
sion and stated: “What we need to- 
day is less government in business,” 

Governor Stokes on various occa- 
sions in addressing hotel men has ex- 
pressed pride in calling attention to 
the fact that while a youngster he 
was once employed as a bellboy in a 
hotel. He is known all over the state 
as the hotel man’s friend.—New Jer- 
sey Hotel Pilot.

Because of a little oversight on the 
part of a railroad employee, a hundred 
lives may be lost. 


Because of a littie carelessness on 
the part of a chef, a thousand dinners 
may be spoiled and ten thousand ene- 
mies ynade for a great catering estab- 
lishment. 

Carelessness in the detail of many 
sinall things leads to the nullification 
of an entire scheme of efficency, a 
complete plan of development. 


Carelessness is inexcusable and 
merits the inevitable sequence of fail- 
ure. It is the cause for the failure 
of many an otherwise bright’ individ- 
ual who cannot be found to have ar 
other single destructive vice. 


Carelesaness stands opposed to every- 
thing that makes for safety. It is a 
great factor in material progress and 
permeates every physical operation of 
our existence. It is the constant 
menace which results in accidents; 
in loss. of business; in destruction of 
hard-won friendships and in countless 
other negative results. 

Just a few little examples. A great 
hostelry was serving a _ thousand 
guests to a banquet. These men and 
women came from all parts of the 
United States. They were attending 
a convention, Out in the kitchen, a 
chef’s assistant failed to note that the 
gall sacks of several chickens had 
broken and their contents spread over 
two entire barrels of fowl. ‘The chick- 
en was cooked and served. It was 
nauseatingly bitter. Being guests, few 
of the visitors had the temerity. to 
make open complaint. However, this 
dish helped to spoil the effects of an 
otherwise fine menu. Practically ev- 
eryone at the affair assailed the qual- 
ity of the meal-and:thereon ‘hung other 
reasons for complaining about the 
management of the house. They 
spread the report of poor . food and 
service to every corner of the -land. 
How many thousand dollars of adver- 
tising and how many months and 
years of effort are going to be nec- 
essary to overcome this one little act 
of carelessness? 

Not long back, a great hostelry or- 
dered an exquisitely designed and per- 
fectly printed booklet. It should have 
done credit to the finest institution in 
the country, and it. would have, only 
for the fact that a careless boy in the 
bindery of the print shop twisted the 
cover page in assembling the booklet. 
The whole thing looked cheap and the 
bulk of the effort was wasted. 

Around hotels and restaurants there 
are daily exhibits of carelessness on 
the part of employees. And usually 
every one of these costs more than the 
day's salary, and sometimes that: for 
an entiré month of the employee that 
failed to think. Be careful.—Pacific 
Coast Record. |

By Compton Price 


r}AS a London firm of brewers 

triumphed over a London firm 

of tea importers? Has an 

American scholar, who conduct- 

ed researches in England that 

must have been among the most 

extraordinary on record, been 

proved hopelessly wrong in his 

principal conclifisions by the finds of a 

British government clerk? Cdénsiderably 

more important, has the site of William 

Shakespeare’s famous theater, the Globe, 

for years the subject of heated argument, 

at last- been identified beyond the ques- 
tion of a doubt? “ 

These three questions may appear 
strange ones to link together. As a mat- 
ter of fact, however, they happen to be 
one and the same question, to be an- 
swered by a yes or no accordingly as one 
accepts or rejects the verdict of the au- 
thor of a seemingly dry-as-dust, but ac- 
tually absorbingly interesting pamphiet 
that has just been issued by county coun- 
cil—the body that, instead of the tord 
mayor, as many foreigners suppose, actu- 
ally. governs London—and that 
is sure to excite Sheakespeare- 
ans the world over, and in the 
United States particularly. 


To others than Shakespeare 
“fans” it may prove a matter 
of amazemént that a report 


such as this one, which is sole- 
ly concerned with deciding 
whether the Globe playhouse 
stood on one side of a certain 
street or whether it stood on 
the other, should ever have 
been written, much less in- 
spired and published in times 
like these by a hard-headed 
body such as the “L. C. C.” as 
the London county council is 
popularly known. 

And the probability is that it 
never would have had it not 
been for a certain bombshell 
that was hurled into Shake- 
spearean circles here a few 
years ago by the American 
scholar already referred to 
(and to be referred to more 
definitely later on), and that 
there exploded with a loud and, 
to the members of a learned 
society particularly, completely 
upsetting and generally devas- 
tating report. 

The Globe playhouse; in 
which Shakespeare was a lead- 


ing shareholder, and where the 
most famous of his plays were 
produced for the first time, is 
definitely known te have been 
located in Southwark, the an-

Shakespeare’s theater. That spot, on the 
south side of Park street, the Maid Lane 
of other days, now forms part of the es- 
tate which\is occupied by one of the big- 
gest breweries in England, that of Bar- 
clay, Perkins & Company, a firm that has 
been established in Southwark for well 
over 200 years and that, curiously enough, 
has interesting as- :

London. But did the playhouse, 
the most renowned in history, 
stand on the north side of a certain drab 
thoroughfare in Southwark that is now 
shown as Park street, but that, in Shake- 
speare’s time, was more pleasingly yelept 
Maid Lane or did it stand on the south 
side? | 

Shakespeare, dead though he has been 
for upwards of three centuries, is defi- 
nitely “in the news” today, and promises 


to be even more so tomorrow. He is the 
hero of the most important and keenly 


discussed play produced in London in re- - 


cent years, Clemence Dane’s “Will Shakes- 
peare,” which has been generally acclaim- 


ed as a notable contribution to dramatic — 


art and may be counted upon to make a 
sensation when produced later im the 
United States. 


XCITEMENT recently has been caused 
in literary circles, too, by the an- 
nouncement that some genuine and pre- 
viously’ unknown Shakespearean manu- 
scripts are likely to be found shortly. 
These, it is stated, are in a steel case 
which many years ago was flung into the 
river Avon. As to this we shali see what 
we shall see. Ps 
And so we come to the celebrated Amer- 
fean scholar previously referred to, Dr. 
Charles William Wallace, of Nebraska uni- 
versity, and the dramatic circumstances 
wader which he intervened in the dispute. 
About the middle of October, 1909, the 
Shakespeare Reading Society of London, 
a leading literary organization of which 
many eminent antiquarians and scholars 
are members, decided te mark with a mem- 
orial tablet the spot in Southwark which 
tradition had long identified as the site of 


The Globe Theater of  Shake- 
speare. . A “conjectural reconstruc- 
tion” by G. Topham Forrest, archi- 
tect to the London County Council.

ing firm has always taken immense pride 
in the supposedly weH authenticated fact 
that the site of The Globe playhouse was 
on its property, a fact which it advertises 
by means of a really quite artistic poster 
which depicts this district of Southwark 
as it presumably was in Shakespeare’s 
day, with the Bard himself in the fore 
ground, and, in the background, his his- 
toric theater. 
This tablet, which has been seen by 
many Americans since it was unveiled by 
the late Sir Herbert Tree, is one of the 
finest in London, having been executed in 
bronze by Professor Lanteri, of the Royal 


College of Art, from a design by Dr. Wil- © 


liam Martin, F. S. A., adapted from the 
Norden map of London of date 1593. It 
depicts in low relief, Bankside, Southwark, 


peare in the famous First Fotio. 

In the lower left-hand corner is the 
Statement: “Here steed the Globe Play- 
house of Shakespeare. 1598-1613.” 

‘The date for the unveiling, in the pres- 
ence of many eminent Shakespeareans, 
was fixed for October 8, 1909. Exactly 
one week before that date Professor Wal- 


lace exploded his bombshell. In two arti- 
cles in the London Times the American 


scholar, who is professor of English dra- 
matic literature, at the University of Ne- 
braska and, in the opinion of many, the 
first living authority on Shakespeare, an- 
nounced the discovery of an historica] doc- 
ument which appeared to prove. conclu- 
sively that the Globe.theater stood, not 
on the south, but on the north side of Park 
street, or Maid Lane! 


NE might have expected that the dis- 
closure of such apparently definite evi- 
dence that the Globe stood on the north 


side of Maid Lane (or Park street) would . 


have put the kibosh on the plans for un- 
veiling the memoriaji tablet on the south 
side. ‘But not. at all. Though the gen- 
eral view was that the American savant 
had proved his case, the memorial com- 
mittee, pending more-conclusive evidence 


that their tablet was in the wrong place, 
decided to go ahead and unveil it anyway.

ject buried in his heart and his muscles. 
Our teachers generally are not equipped 
to teach the music our children should 
know.

A new way will have to be 
pointed out. A new banner will have to 
be held “aloft—even if it must be held 
aloft by unwilling hands. The world re- 
volves to the sway of music and rhythm. 
Can it be that we intend to allow it to 
drift into a re®lution of the. trash of 
jazz? 

America is ‘rich in the blood of freedom. 
Amefica is unfettered. America~ dares. 
Within America should arise composera— 
makers of fine, clear strains that will echo 
in a glory through the coming generations. 
What means a freedom besmirched by 
jazz? To what heights can a composer 
rise through the murkiness of a jazz at- 
mosphere? .What fine, elean strains are 
we stifling? What glory are we trampling 
under our jazz-swayed feet? 

To be sure a numerous group of school- 
folk is awakened to a great concern in the 
matter of jazz in the schools. A school- 
man from Worcester, Mass., writes: . 

“How is it possible for us to instill the 
things we know these. children should 
learn? We assign them studies to do. 
But there is no time for studying. They 
sleep but. little and appear in the class- 


room whistling some jazz tune. It is very 


difficult to gather in. the minds from the 
jazz tunes, if you. know what I mean. 


_. They seem to be swaying to some unright- 


eous rhythm and in this rhythm there is 


-no place for the things we call higher 


learning.” 4 


The dramatic marches of Caesar, the 
brilliant orations of Cicero and the burm 
ing verses of Virgil are of no interest be 
side the witchery of jazz. Ancient his 
tory—the story of the “glory that was 
Greece and the grandeur that was Rome™ 
fades into a careless unconcern, beside 
the fact that.there is a modern jazz dance 
brewing. 


Tragedies that have stirred the weortd 
since ancient days mean nothing to: this 
younger generation. Romances that have 
quickened heartbeats the world over for 
ages and ages are passed, by with care- 
less shrugs of shoulders of the younger 
generation... Romance and tragedy and 
drama, the stuff whereby we have learned 
to live, arouse no flicker of interest in tais 
swagger coterie of youfig jazz artists. 


To be sure, the older generation talks 
down to these children: The older gener: 
ation does not talk with them. 


It is simply that their thoughtless: pleas 
ures are og ding them on a road ‘that is 
unprotected by Lombardy poplars. ‘ There 
ig no wind-break on this road of jazz, 
There is no shield from the’scorching sun 
or the driving rains.. There are no rows 
of Lombardy poplars. When tragedy 
stalks into-the way_of jazz there is no 
armour wherewith it may be met. And 
without Lombardy’s poplars or some pre 
cious substitute the road can not be beau- 
tiful. And it is a long dreary road when 
the way is not “beautiful. But how ig 
youth to know these things? 


HE college life.of America bas been 
conspicuously touched by the flagrant 
hand of jazz. Im many universities and 


- colleges there Lave arisen heated argu 


ments that pertain to jazz and its influ. 
ence on circles that des to be intel 
lectual. 

“We have come upon a reign of moral 
looseness and debauchery,” says Dr. Jay, 
William. Hudson of the University of Mis- 
souri. “Students dance as people were not 
allowed to dance in the worst resorta 
twenty years ago. This is a heathenish 
trend,” 

Through ‘the student. dances, maintains 
Dr. Hudson, licentiousness and luxuriovs- 
ness have walked boldly into the schools 
of the nation and they must be curbed if 
there is to be any solution of the moral ~ 
problems of our country.

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In the Track of the War Dogs of Europe 


The Desolation and Scenes of Hardship an Atlanta 
Boy Found in the Countries Where Mars 
Held Sway. 


HEN Dan P. Manry returns to At- 


lanta in March, he will see con- 


- ditions here in a new light. But 
it won't be Atlanta that is 
changed. 

For months Mr. Manry, who is 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. W. F. 


Manry, of Atlanta, has been see- 
ing the results of war, a war which ended 


nearly four years ago, but which has 
left a mark on Austria, Poland and other 
countries of that part of Europe that will 
be indelible for the present generation. 

Imagine a college professor receiving 
the equivalent of $20 per month for his 
work and supporting a family on it. Imag- 
ine the streets of a beautiful city almost 
lined with young men—men without arms, 
some without legs, others hopelessly 
twisted and deformed—asking alms ‘from 
a people that has noné to give. 
you have a picture of Vienna and Berlin, 
according to Mr: Manry’s letters, received 
here by his parents. 

But worse than the scenes he viewed 
in Berlin and Vienna, those brilliant cities 
of before the world war, were those Mr, 
Manry found in Poland, where starvation 
stalks. 

Mr. Manry has been engaged in student 
relief work in Poland, but has made the 
best of his time by visiting the other war- 
stricken parts of Europe. He has been 
assisting his brother, aga Manry, in 
Poland. h 

The latter is a missionary to India, and 
is now on a three years’ leave to work in 


Poland; “With him he has his family, in-— 


cluding his son, -Robert Manry, who. is 


‘ghown with his two Polish playmates in 


an ‘accompanying IMustration. 
In his letters home Dan Manry vividly 


describes conditions in Poland, Austr‘a, 


Germany and Czecho-Siovakia. 


HE weather,” he writes, “is extreme- 

* ty cold, accompanied frequently by 
sleet and snow. Poland is in the same 
latitude as Labrador and is’ unprotected 
by mountain ranges, with the exception 
of the Carpathian Alps to the south. The 
word Poland is derived from the Slavic 
root for plain cr steppes. Here, in a na- 
tion of 25,000,000 inhabitants, there are 


-aboht 30,000 students in the higher edu- 


cational institutions. A great contrast 
with our own country is found in the large 
proportion of women among these stu- 
dents. 

“The conditions are very hard for. them 
all: people less in earnest would find them 
impossible. For example, Polish money 
is now exchanged at the rate of 3,700 
marks to the eAmerican dollar; last sumi- 
mer it was 7,000 to the dollar. A first- 
class meal, in the finest hotel in Warsaw 
costs ‘only 33 cents, or rather 3,200 
marks.” « 

Mr. Manry writes that the Polish assis- 
tants in his office are paid only 46,000 
marks each month, and they consider it 
a high salary. “These men do all kinds 
of work: some of them speak two or three 
languages. The best meal they have dur- 
ing the day is the lunch served at the 
office where we all eat together at 1 
o'clock. It is cooked by a Polish student, 
and I, if in Atlanta, would refuse to 
eat it. 


“We had a very enjoyable trip to Dan- 
zig where we went to receive supplies for 
the students, Our special car is a re- 
built second-class .coach, and would be 
ideal for summer travel. The journey of 
two hundred and fifty miles from Warsaw 
occupied twenty-four hours. Dayzig is the 
quaintest city I have visited yet; it, like 
all German cities, is much cleaner and 
more attractive than Warsaw. 
are filled with articles of every descrip- 
tion, to supply tourists; - really beautiful 
things can be bought for a song. 

“I observed some more queer: customs 
while in Danzig. At the Nord Deutscher 


_ Hof, where we stopped, a charge of five 
‘marks per person is made if the guest 


does not take breakfast im the hotel res- 
taurant. Also we found that eggs cannot

the harbor. We visited a well equipped 
polytechnic school; also the Marienkirke, 
which is the fifth largest church in the 
world. We égaw numerous other histori- 
cal and interesting places, including the 
original Rathskeller, which was built five 
hundred years ago. We entertained our- 
selves there one evening. It really does 
not show its real antiquity. 

“The car, supplies and other members of 
the party were to come the day follow- 
provided the custéms 
could be arranged; if not, 
the supplies would be left 
there until after January 
1; when customs between 
Danzig and Poland will be 
lifted.” 

During. the Christmas holidays 
Mr. Manry made a tour of central 
Europe under most auspicious cir- 
cumstances. He was assigned to a. 
party of American university men 
travelling through Europe for the 
purpose of studying economic, politi- 
cal and educational conditions in the 
countries suffering from the terrible 
strain of war. : 

He writes from Vienna of his trip 
in these words—“We had an all- 
day ride Thursday, December 
29, after our stay in Krakow, 
through Czecho-Slovakia, which

to meet Professor Beth, who is con- 
nected with the Vienna university and 
who is quite a famous man in this sec- 
tion. We were invited to his home for tea 
one afternoon during our stay, and had a 
most enjoyable time. We met many inter- 
esting people there including an Austrian 
petroleum magnate and’a mine owner. 
However, it’s rather pitiful to see how 
these people endeavor to maintain cus- 
toms and habits when they really can’t 
afford it. For instance, one woman 


whose husband was once a well-to-do mer- 


chant, told me of how they could afford 
meat only once a week and had not been 
to the opera in over two years. <A very 
prominent professor with whom we had 
lunch, told us his salary is 160,000 kronen

cs¥T 3S interesting to note how various 

customs differ in each country. All 
over Europe eating meals becomes quite 
a ceremony—a meal properly served con- 
suming at least one hour and a half, 
Breakfast, as you know, is very light, 
consisting of coffee and toast. All shops 
are closed from 1 to 3 for dinner; and 
then supper is eaten at 9 or 10. The 
opera, theaters, etc., usually begin here in 
Vienna at 6:30 or 7. Last night after the 
opera we came to the hotel for dinner 
and the dance and New Year celebration.

It is difficult to conteme late 
Tibet from Dover street, Picca- 
dilly.

November, 1917, and later confirmed or 
further @xplained at Paris, but others, 
like the Syke#Picot treaty and the secret 
agreement of St. Jean de Maurienne for 
the partition 6f Turkey, which emerged 
into the half light of the peace conference 
and caused a bitter controversy there. 


One of the most important of all these 
secret understandings, in its effect upon 
the Umited States, was kept secret, 80 
far as its specific terms were concerned, 
until the peace conference at Paris reached 
the consideration of the problems of the 
Pacific. I meam the arrangement between 
the allies and Japan concerning the dis- 
position of Shanteumg in China.and_ the 
partition of the German Pacific islands 
between Japan and the British empire. 
Only one of these profoundly important, 
treaties—-the London treaty of 1915, by 
which Italy was brought into the war— 
has thus far had an official publication. 

A nyamber of lesser secret “arrange- 
ments” which can only be touched upon 
in this preliminary article, but will be 
fully treated in their prepér 
emerged, sometimes almost casually, dur- 
ing the peace conference, such, for exam- 
ple, as the agreement betweem Great Brit- 
ain and France for the division of Togo- 
land and the Cameroons in Africa, the 
further arrangements for the partition of 
Turkey, the projects for building railroads 
(and even a pipe line) to commect Meso- 
potamia with the Mediterramean sen. 
Some of these conversations went on, not

, 1918, but continued 
straight Rae the year 1918 and actt- 
ally into the peace conference, as I shall 
show. 

And they are going on ‘stil, for they 
are the natural and inevitable expression 
of old diplomatic methods.

icler; one who must observe the lives of 
his own set and-yet analyze events and 


emotions .with candor, with casualness 


and with a clever piquancy which was 
often f-r from my own emotions. I had 
to maintain .oyaliy to my newspeper first, 
then to my friends whom I met afier work, 
a task sometimes hardly compatible with 
a good “story.” 

In w.iting this frank recital of my 
friends of. the social world and how they 
live, I wish to make it clear that a certain 
distinction should be made between the 
_ real society of America and that ubiquitons 
mass of millionaires who, for want of a 
more fitting term, we shall call “Ciimbers - 

If I told you that there exists today in 
this big, broad, open country of ours, an 
organization so imp. egnable,; so formidable 
and so exacting that royalty itself might 
tremble at-its displeasure. would you not 
be astounded? : 

“Ymnossible!” you might reply, your 
pride in the democracy of your country 
lending a hint of defiance. “That sort of 
thing might-be possible where an autuc- 
‘racy holds sway: but in a republic— 
never.” 

But that such an organization does exist 
I intend to show and in a way that must 
convince you that I am right. 

At the opera one night [ had to listen 
to the conversation of an over-dressed 
woman on my right. She held her opera 
glasses glued on Mrs. Vanderbilt’s box 
and all through the throbbing music of 
“Manon” delivered to her husband a bul- 
letin of the facial expressions, toilette, 
coiffure and gestures of Mrs. Vanderbilt, 
It became maddening.

How many times have I heard this and 
other short cuts to society. How many 
times have I seen them tried out and he- 
held the hopeful ones, dash themsclves 
against a stone wall. The climber is usu- 
ally a woman: men are more philoso- 
phical. 

To get an idea of the closeness of the 
organization called society one must imag- 
ine an order of people who, by their own 
appointment are so banded together as to 
have a vote, indirectly of course, on the 
admittance of each new member whether 
she be knocking at the doors of society in 
New York or in Kalamazoo. The organi- 
zation is just as impregnable in the small 
town as in the large city. If they don’t 
like you and don’t approve of you, it’s 
“thumbs down.” 

I have seen. women campaigning for a 
foothold in the most amazing ways. If a 
woman has money and no brains, and 
realizes it, she goes in for some “cult” or 
devotes herself to some one art, to the 
exclusion of all other matters of interest. 
Or ff she be a woman with brains, and 


happens to be penniless, she goes in fora 


rich husband. The woman with charm and 
riches, who lacks tact and wit and educa, 
tion, will employ an army of assistants, 
if necessary, to keep hey from making the 
social errors, so fatal ty a social career.

Few ever really scale the walls of the 
citadel of society and set foot in the mys- 
terious city behind the walls. Of these 
few -there is a woman in Europe today 
who played for such large stakes that she 
easily outshadowed those whose ambitions 
were more modest. 

Let me tell you about her.

The wife of 
the -president of a certain iron industry 
felt ‘at libérty to do as she pleased, and 
so one night as hostess at‘a dinner and 
bridge party she gave shares of stock as 
favors. The newspapers got hold of this 
bit of news, and commented severely on 
her “taste.” She’ could have avoided all 
this notoriety if she had had ‘a social sec- 
retary who knew: her business, and could 
have told, her. that this was a shocking 
thing to do preventing the unnecessary 
display of wealth.

I 
recall a Cleveland woman who has made

And how was it done? 

By their charm of manner, and by being 
content to remain natural. Both had keen 
wit, could tell good stories, and enter- 
tained delightfully. Mr. and Mrs, Jones 
were leaders among the entertainers at 
Newport for many years, having a yacht 
in. addition to a house, for their dinners 
and dances, 

It was’ on the Jones yacht that Henry 
M. Flagler met his wife, Miss Mary Lilly 
Keenan, who had been a schoolmate of 
Mrs. Jones at Wilmington, 

Mrs. Flagler could have enjoyed a high 
positon in society in New. York and Newe 
port; but she did Ba care enough about it 
to make the necessary effort. 

One of the most interesting arrivals in 
society was that of Mr. and Mrs, Thomas 
F. Walsh, who began their social career in 
Paris, and afterward reached Newport and 
Washington. Mr. Walsh, who had made 
a vast fortune in western silver mines, 
went over to Paris at the time of the ex- 
position. He wanted to entertain some of 


‘his own countrymen in’ the gay French 


capital, but hardly knew how to go about 
it; so-he appealed to a friend for advice, 
The friend wanted to get his nephew into 
the army, and Mr. Walsh had great in- 
fiuence in Washington. So they traded, 
The friend told him that he could arrange 
a dinner that would be the sensation of 
Paris, but that it would cost cénsiderable 
money. Mr. Walsh told him to go ahead, 
So the friend hired a’ whole cafe, the 
smartest in the. world at that time, and 
engaged Madame Nordica to sing. He 
then sent out imvitations to the most in- 
fluential persons in Paris society, and as 
they were his friends he ‘hurried round 
the next day to tell them that they must 
attend the dinner. There was not a Va- 
cant seat. The dinner cost $15,000 and 
was worth it. 

I remember meeting Mr. Walsh at Palm 
Beach afterward when he gave one of the 
first jarge private dinners ever given down 
there. It was in a room banked with trees 
from the jungle and hung with canaries 
that could be heard but not seen. 

And that is another story. It seems 
that Mr. Walsh had about’ given up his 
search for silver, when he heard a bird 
singing. He went in search of the song- 
ster and found his precious metal. So he 
kept the symbol through life, and had tiny 
gold birds on his stationery and all placed 
where others might have used a crest. ° 

His daughter, Mrs. Edward R. McLean, 
of Washington, is the owner of the famed 
Hope diamond, which she wears con- 
stantly. Her younger son met a tragic 
death by being run down by a truck out- 
side the McLean home. 

The vanity of women climbers leads 
them into grave errors. They think they 
know more than anyone else, and cannot 
be told anything. They generally start 
out alone, but after discouraging expert 
ences, procure the help of a promoter. 
But even then they are apt to quarrel with 
her at the height of the season, and the 
whole arrangemnt falls flat. 

The road the climber must travel is, it 
is quite clear, heither smooth nor short, 


She is beset on all sides. with dangers; 


the slightest faux pas means failure. But 
success is not impossible, and amid dis- 
appointments and discouragements there 
are certain signs that hearten the aspirant 
to sociaj honors.

macaroni, made of wheat flour, from the 


' Brahmaputra Valley, minced chili, dum- 


plings, and tea made with butter and 


salt. There is also brewed a sort of bar- 
ley beer called Chang. After the harvest 


has been got in I once saw an entire vil-— 


lage get utterly incapable on this drink. 
“Owing to the amount of Juniper which 
grows in Rongshahr Valley, and which is 
very aromatic and used as incense, the 
valley is looked upon as a sacred one, 
and there are several hermits that live 
here in caves among the recks. The 
nearest village sappiied them with food, 
and merning and evening clouds of in- 
cense used to ascend from the mouths of 
their caves. After teh years of medita- 
tion, the anchorite ig supposed to acquire 
great holiness and to be able to suppext 
life on ten grains of barley a day. There 
was-a female anchorite here, they told us, 
who had lived to 138 years and was great- 
ly revered. She forbade any animals to 
be killed and hence we found the Alt 
sheep very tame. 


66 HE Rengabuk.Valiey was wild and 


gloomy, with great cliffs coming 
down to the muddy glacier stream, but 
it was a strangely holy valley, too, for at 
a height of 16,500 feet there was a large 
monastery, and besides the inhabitants of 
the monastery, they teld us there were 
between three and ‘four hundred hermits 
and: nuns living in little solitary cells or 
caves. All the wild animals and birds in 
this-yalley were wonderfully tame. With 
my own eyes I watched wild sheep com- 
ing down in the early morning to the 
hermits’ cells am@ being fed, not a hum 
dred yards from our. camp, and I walked 


for a bit more than ‘half a dollar a year.” 

After pointing out how Mr. Mallory, 
leader of the climbing party, and Mr. 
Bullock came-io the conclusion that there 
was a practicable way to the summit of 
Everest by the Kharta Valley, Colonel 
Bury described a visit to the Kama Val- 
ley, to the west of which, close at hand 
towered up Mount Everest, “still over 
8,000 feet above us, at first cold and gray, 
like the dead; and with a sky of the deep- 
est purple pehind— j 

“Such a scene,” he declared, “it has 
seldom been the privilege of mam to see 
and once seen leaves forever a memory 
that the passing of time ‘can never ef- 
face. 

“At greut héights,” he added, “the ex- 
tremes were so great that one’s feet céuld 


be suffering from frost-bite, while one — 


was getting sunstroke at the same time. 
” “The expedition,” he said, “accomplish- 
ed more than it expected to. We got a 
splendid collection of photographs, many 
of the most beautiful taken at heights be- 
tween 260,000 and 21,000 feet. Major 
Wheeler, our chief photographer, used the 
Canadian methods of photographic sur- 
vey and he probably worked harder than 
anyone else in the party: A great deal 
of his work he did alone. He went up 
peaks of 18,000 or 20,000 feet and would 
spend a whole day waiting for the clouds’ 
fo lift. 


“The*longest trek we made in a single 


day was one of twenty-three mites, start- 


ine from a height of 18,866 feet in six 
inches of snow and 27 degrees of frost. 
Alone we often did 35 to 40 miles a day.

Bury added, “is a fob fer young men, It.

OLONEL BURY having already spent 

two years in the Himelayan dietrict, 
it has been d@ecided that the leader of 
this year’s Everest expedition shall be 
Brigadier Genera] the Hon. Chartes Bruce, 
the originator of the idea of climbing the 
mountain and one of the greatest autheri- 
ties on the Himalayas. . 

General Hrace, whe is a son of Lord 
Aberdare, is a Hercules ampnug modern 
men, and a more marked personality has 
seldom, if ever, been at the head of a 
great expedition. His physical strength 
is such that he could at one time raise 
aud hold out at arm’s length a full-crown 
person as he sat fn a chaltr. 

Stories of his strength, bis practical 
jokes, his “parlour: tricks,” with . other 
more serioas secomplishments, are com- 
mon property throughout pnorth India, 
where he has been for years tn command 
of a Gurkha regiment, 3 

His passion has always been movun- 
taineering, and the ascent of Mount Ever- 
est has been his dream for a quarter of 
a century. More than once he brotght | 
one of his Gurkhas home with him. One 
he took with him to Switzerland, where 
the Gurkhas wnucanay skill in scrambling 
wp fipossible places produced great shak- 
ing of heads among the Swiss guides, 
who had never seeu anything Iike it. 

General Bruce was shot through both 
legs in Gallipoli; and as he himself de- 
scribed the incident, roiled down the hill 
like a shot rabbit. He made a wonder- 
ful recovery and thotigh after the war 
he was invatided home from India much 
against his will, he has found a complete 


/ cure in his native Wales.

frontiers of Germany, we expect that the 
allies on their part will give us equal lib- 
erty in delimiting our frontiers with Ger- 
many and Austra-Hungary.” Hence the im- 
pending exchange of notes on the question 
raised by Doumergue will justify us in ask- 
ing the French government simultaneously 
to conform its assent to allowing Russia 
freedom of action in drawing up her future 
frontiers in the west. Exact data on the 
question will.be supplied -by us in due 
course to the French cabinet.

Maid Lane .. shall pull up and take 
cleane -out of the sewar the props or 
postes which stand under theire bridge 
on the nomth side of Maid Lane.” The 
other notice\is addressed, among others, 
to one “William Sellors” whose garden is 
known to have adjoined the Globe site. It 
cals upon Sellors “and all landlords or 
their tenants that hold anie lands abutting 
upon the common sewer leading from Sel- 
lor’s garden to the Beare Gardein to cast, 
cleanse and scowre,” etc. 

In the course of this work, Dr. Wallace 
traced the history of the site of the Globe 
playhouse through 150 years! It was in 
the summer of 1904 that he first came to 
London to cdnduct his researches. He 
continued them during five additional 
summers and then, having obtained ex» 
tended leave of absence from his univer- 
ore in. dig- 
ging among the musty records in quest 
of further sidelights on Shakespeare and 
his time. 


R. WALLACE’S prineipal assistant in 
this prodigious labor was his equally 
devoted wife. Of the endless documents 
which together they examined perhaps the 
most remarkable are those belonging to 
‘tthe Court of Requests. ._These have never 


been: catalogued ‘or indexed and no one, 


previous to the Wallaces’ search, had ever 
examined them in the couyse of three cen- 
turies. “They consist,” wrote the doctor, 

“mainly of skins and parchments and are 
of all sizes, from little strips an inch wide 


‘to great skins three feet wide and six feet 


long, or large rolls composed of parch- 
ments sewed: end to end a hundred or 
three hundred feet in length. Some are 
as fresh and beaitiful as the day they 
were written: others are crumpled, 
grimed, rotten at ends, mouldered to dust, 
or pressed into inséparable dried masses. 
We have examined many old bundies that 
were still done up in the original hemp 
ropes of three centuries ago, which were 
so rough and harsh to handle that the 
attendants frequently cut them off and 
substituted modern, smooth rope or heavy 
cord.” © 

In his view that the Globe had stood 
on the north side of Maid Lane and that 
consequently the memoria] tablet on the 
south side was entirely misleading, Dr. 
Wallace, as has been stated, had the sup- 
port of Mr. George Hubbard, a Fellow 
of the Society of Antiquarians and a rec- 
ognized authority on the topograhpy of 
London in Shakespeare’s day. Mr. Hub- 
bard, in 1913, took the matter up with the 
London County Council, one of whose 
many activities consists in locating and 
indicating buildings of historical interest 
and suggested that the council should take 


‘steps to identify and mark a site’ on the 


north side of the street as that of the 
playhouse. The council, I am told offi- 

y, had become convinced that Dr. Wal- 
lace was right and the Shakespeare Read- 
ing society ‘wrong about the site, but as 
the American scholar had» promised a 
book containing the detailed evidence on 
which his assertions were based, it was 


‘decided by the city fathers to wait for the 


publication of this volume before they 
took any action in the direction of reach- 
ing a decision on the question. 

This work, however, for some reason 


has not been forthcoming. Dattan the 
war the L. C. C. had more pressing con- 
cerns than that of deciding whcre Shakes- 
peare’s playhouse really stood. So noth- 
ing more happened until January last 
when the implacable Mr. Hubbard again 
urged the council to get busy and finally 
settle the matter of the site, one way or 
the other. This jed the council, as a pre 
liminary, to re-examine the statements 
made by Dr. Wallace, with the result that 
several of these were shown, in the offi- 
cial view, “to be quite unjustified by the 
evidence.” Considerably shaken up by 
this discovery, the council then decided to 
obtain a decisive setlement of the ques- 
tion by undertaking original research. 
This at once was proceeded with and it 
is the results of it that are set forth in 
the official pamphlet recently published. 


This pamphlet comes as quite as much 
of a bombshell to the supporters of Dr. 
‘Wallace. as did the. American scholar’s 
“Times” articles to the members of the 
Shakespeare Reading society, the firm of 
Barclay Perkins & company, and the other 
“south siders.” The new evidence that 
has béen brought to light appears to in- 
dicate, as the L. C.-C. declares; “conciu- 
sively,” that Dr..Wallace was utterly, mis- 
led in locating the site of the Globe on 
the north side of. Maid Lane, or Park 
street, and that the -historic playhouse 
stood, after All, almost, if-not quite, on 
the spot on the south ‘side indicated : by 
the Reading society’s memorial tablet! 


To attempt to follow, in anything like 
detail, the course of this latest investiga- 
tion, which: was -carried ont, on behalf of 
the L. C. C. by. W. W,. Braines, B. A., a 
member of its clerical staff, would be hor- 
ribly tedious. It will he sufficient to indl- 
cate the principal points of evidence that 


have been adduced ‘in establishing the ° 
fact which now, as has been said, appears . 


irrefutablé, that the Glebe stood on the 
south side of Maid Lane, 


HE property that was leased -to the 
Globe syndicate 4s known definitely 
to have had a4 frontage of 156 feet abut- 
ting on Maid Lane. The investigations of 


“Mr. Brdines have revéaléd, with what’ ap- 


pears precise exactétude what~* properties 
were owned, and by whom, on the north 
side of Maid Lane at this time, and the 
extent of these various properties shows, 


apparently unmistakably, that there was | 
no room there for any other estate with ° 


a frontage of 156 feet or anything like it. 
Therefore the council] holds it to be proven 
that the Globe estate could not have been 
in the north side of Maid Lane. 

“In the face of these facts,” says Mr. 


Braines, “the theory that the Globe was. 


on the north side of Maid Lane must be 
definitely given up. The theater was, be- 
a question, on the south side of the 
road.” 

But what, you will probably ask, of the 
lease transcript as between the Globe syn- 


- dicate and one Nicholas Brend discovered 


by Wallace which described the.estate as 
“abutting on the lane called Maid Lane 
toward the south?” Astonishing to relate 


-it is now made seemingly evident that that 


document. reverses not only north and 
south but also east and west! 
“With this in mind,” says the L. C. C.’s 


- investigator, “the explanation of-the error 


he adds: 


becomes clear. The scribe. who drew up 
the original lease obviously described the — 
property from a plan which was drawn 
with the north at the bottom instead of 
the top. By interpreting the plan as if 
the north were at the top, as is usually 
the case, he reversed all the boundaries.” 

Thus, apparently, was the author of one 
of the most painstaking resegrches of mod- 
ern times misled by the blunder of a six- 
teenth century clerk! As for the “evi- 
dence” from the sewer records discovered 
by Dr. Wallace, Mr. Braines points out 
that while the fact that the owners of 
the Globe had a btidge over the sewer 
on the north side of Maid Lane certainly 
Suggests that the theater was on that side, 
it does not actually prove so much.” And 
“The investigations carried out 
on behalf of the council have shown that 
in several cases Dr. Wallace’s statement 
of the evidence was colored by his pre- 
conceived opinions as to the site of the 
Globe.” | 

The concensus of English opinion ap- 
pears to be that the London County coun- 
cil ig justified in, describing its findings 
as conclusive. and that Dr. Wallace has 
been .proved wrong.

errors” worthy of the pen of Shakespeare 
himself.. As for Dr. Wallace, nothing. ap- 
pears to have been heard from him since: 
he returned to the United. States in 1916. 
I notice, however, that in the American 
“Who’s Whp” the doctor states that he 
“amassed a.fortune in the Téxas oi] fields 
in 1919-20 while on leave of absence from 
the University of.Nebraska to secure the 
money necessary to complete his Shakes- 
pearean research.” .. ;

Ironing is an art. It. can be learned 
only by practice and observation; but op 


-the skill with which. it is done depends 


in large measure the apparent success of 
much of the work of the laundering. Have 
the ironing board or table covered per- 
» fectly smooth with. a.good ‘padding under 
the cover. Have clean irons, just hot 
enough. Spread the article to be ironed 
smoothly on the table. Iron hems, bands, 
trimmings, etc. first, then the body of 
the article. Move the iron regularly over 
the fabric, using some pressure. A. con- 
stant lifting of the fron and a jerky move- 
meni are apt to produce wrinkles. Irons 
grow smooth and .work better with use; 
for this reason it is better to iron the 
large, plain pieces first, then follow with 
the starched articles, All starched arti- 
cles must be ironed unfil perfectly dry. 
All colored goods, lace trimmed and em- 
broidery must be ironed on the wrong 
side, avoiding a very hot iron which may 
cause fading. 

In ironing garments, like skirts, it is 
important to study the grain of the ma- 
terial. The ironing must be done as not 
to stretch it in length, the iron moves 
across the board and not with it. A blouse 
on the other hand must be ironed to pre- 
serve the set of the neck and shoulders, 
and therefore would be ironed with the 
grain. In ironing any garment begin on 
a straight seam and follow that as a guide 
to keep the garment even tiroughout. 


SMALYU clean sponge and a bowl of 


water are essential upon the ironing 
board when fine lingerie garments must 
be frequently dampened. To iron a tucked 
material, turn to the wrong side damp- 
ened with a damp cloth and iron quickly 
with a moder&tely hot iron, lengthwise of 
the tucks. This makes each tuck stand 
out-nicely and is much better than iron- 
ing on‘the right side. 

Before ironing eyelets open the closed 
eyelet with a wooden.skewer or stiletto 
and you will have less trouble in bringing 
out the best effects. The ugly puckering 
that -prevents center pieces from lyirg 
flat on the table is prevented. by ironing 
the center before the edges. 

A dark calico bag or cover for the iron- 
ing board when it is not in use is an ex- 
cellent thing. 

A clean brick, as an iron stand, will 
keep irons hotter than the usual iron 
stand. 

An iron holder can be made from old 
kid gloves, sewing a pad of kid from the 
left glove in the palm of the right one. 
This protectian from the heat and weight 
of the iron will do much to keep the iron- 
er’s hands from becoming calloused. 

Starch Accessories.—Either a few drops 
of kerosene; 1 teaspoon turpentine; wine 
glass of borax water—added to starch 
gives a gloss. 

For starching muslins, ginghams and 
calicos, dissolve a piece of alum the size 
of a hickory nut for every pint of starch; 
will keep the color bright for a long time. 

A laundry help is a dye for cotton or 
linen, dissolved and bottled, ready to use 
as one would bluing. 

To Impart Gloss te Sateen —To make 
gateen glossy after washing put a little 
borax in the last rinse water; iron. 

To Freshen Blouses.—Put the perspira- 
tien stained parts in“strong soda water 
for a few minutes; wash and rinse well 
in clean hot water before soaping the 
water. Iron with moderately hot iron. 

Wrinkles——-To remove wrinkles from 
coat or skirt hang in the bathroom over 
the tub; close the windows and door and 
turn on the hot water; let it remain there 
for two or three hours theh hang out in 
the fresh air. The same treatment will 
remove the marks of braid taken from a 
garment. 

Sponging Liquid.-To make a 
tiguid for cleaning and sponging woolens 
and for washing iatieatite oak colored fabrics, 
seak grated potatoes in water in the pro- 
portion of twe medium-sized potatoes to 
each quart of water. 

Care. of. Silks -—Ribbons and delicately 
figured silks. are preserved better in brown 
‘paper wrap -the 
in white p 
very soon, . best way is to slip ‘rib- 
bons or silks in brown paper bags shut 
vat the end. 

Restoring Color of Silk.—To restore the 
color of silk articles that have become 
yellow from washing, dip in tepid soft 
-wate® containing a tablespoon of am- 
-monia to each quart of water and add a 
‘few drops of bluing. Wring them out and 
_if still yellow add more bluing. Hang in 
“the shade to. dry; press with a hot iron 
while still en;

| r=) AUCES can scarcely be listed as 


Gr Mi non-essentials in the culinary 
; St world. Used ta increase the pal- 
i} atability and to add to the at- 
_tractiveness of food, they also 

: add to the nutritive value. 
Cream’ ‘soups e¢volved ‘from 
-white sauée and vegetable pulp 
are one means of using plenty of milk. 
A simple egg sauce or_the more elaborate 
Hollandaise may so enhatice the valuable 
but frequently scorned spinach and cauli- 
flower that they are eaten: for the sauce, 
thus two purposes are served, for the 
sauce itself is very valuable from .a cal- 
ory point of view. Other foods are some- 
times more easily digested if combined 
with sauces. Cheese sauce properly made 
prevents the chance of digestive difficrl- 

ties from cheese served av naturel. 

There are sauces and satices—some hot, 
some cold, some swéet, seme sour, some 
rich, some plain. There are sauces for 
meat and sauces for fish, sauces for veg- 
etables, sauces for puddings and sauces 
for use-as binders in soup “making and 
general cookery. There are sauces which 
bear the names of French, Swiss and 
Swedish chefs, or the. names of Europesn 
Sees hotels, royal or /near-royal fam- 

figs. . 

S SO many dishes: today call for 

sauces, it is well for homemakers to 
have on file; -a complete. list of these pop 
ular sauces.ysed in every day cookery: 

A formula is necessary if the home- 
maker is to have her sauces uniform, so 
that— : 

One level tablespoon of flour and one 
cup of milk make a thin sauce. as for 
soups. 

Two level tablespoons of flour and one 
cup of milk make a thin sauce. f 

Three level tablespoons of flour and 
one cup of milk make a medium sauce. 

Four -tablespoons of flour and one cup 
of milk make a thick sauce. 

Five tablespoons of. flour and one cup 
of milk make a sause for croquettes, 
cutlets, etc. 

Use a saucepan that is scoured bright, 
add the flour to the cold milk and then 
stir to dissolve, using fork or wire whip 
to facilitate the process. Never use a 
spoon for this purpose, as it is impossible 
to thoroughly dissolve the lumps. Place 
on the. fire and bring to a boil, stirring 
constantly. Cook for five minutes after 
the boiling point is reached and then re 
move from the fire and add seasoning. It 
it then ready to use. If you desire a but- 
ter flavor, add 1 tablespoon of butter with 
the seasoning and stir until melted. 

-When making soups or sauces for meat 
and vegetable dishes the liquid from the 
canned vegetables or the water ip which 
the fresh vegetables were conked, may 
be gombined with an equal portion of 
milk. i :

Boil ten 
minutes. Remove from fire. Add butter 
and lemon juice. Beat well. Orange 
juice may be used with lemon juice. 

’ Vanilla Sauce. 

Substitute 1 teaspoon vanilla for lemon 
and proceed as in lemon juice sauce. 

camy Egg Sauce. 

Three egg-yolks, 1-4 cup powdered 
sugar, 1-8 teaspoon salt, 3-4 eup boiling 
fruit juice, 3 egg whites. Beat the yolks 
with sugar and salt. While beating pour 
hot liquid over mixture. Fold in whites, 
beaten stiff. Serve at once. 

Chocolate Custard Sauce. 

Two ounces chocolate, 1 cup white 
sauce, 1-2 cup sugar, 1-2 teaspoon yanilla, 
1-8 teaspoon salt.

|} LEANING and renovating of cur- 

tains often is necessary to keep

‘span, There are different methods 

1 for different kinds of curtains; 

A few of them are given here. 

White Cotton Curtains.—When 

blackened by coal smoke,..soak in cold 
water from twelve to twenty-four hours, 
changing the water several times, or using 
it only as long as it wiff float grime on 
the surface. Then put throughtwo hot 
soap baths, squeezing them instead of 
rubbing; rinse and put in a hot bath for 
half an hour. Rinse in blue water. 
Starch (adding a little talcum powder 
stirred into the cold starch and boiling . 
slightly), squeeze out and put on stretch- 
ers. Do not soak the dirty curtains in 
hot water to begin with, as that will tura 
them gray and they cannot afterwards be 

bleached. 

Lace Curtaine.—To clean lace curtains 
at home, make a suds of white castile 
soap and a little borax. First soak as 
above. If the curtains are very dirty, 
scrub them gently in the suds with a soft 
scrubbing brush; do not rub between the 
hands, as this is likely to make holes. 
When quite clean rinse in clear water to 
which a little borax has been added, 
squeeze between the hands and dry on a 
sheet. 

Ecru Net Curtains—Lay the curtains 
taut upon a sheet, pinning them down the 
edges and rub into them with a com- 
plexion brush all the flour, mixed with 
1-10 the quantity of borax, that the mesh 


will hold. Treat every thread carefully; 
blow off the loose flour and rub in a 
fresh supply. Leave this on two days, 
covering to keep out the dust. Unpin 
the curtains and hang in the wind and 
brush out the powder. 

To Tint Lace Curtains.—To tint cur- 
tains. to a cream color, add an ounce of 
yellow ochre to two ounces of starch and 
mix in the usual way with boiling water. 
Soak each pair together to insure their 
being of the same shade. 

Cretonne Chair Covers.— When they 
cannot be removed, rub well with a cloth 
wring out of cold water and ammonia (2 
teaspoons to a pint). Keep the rubbing 
surface of the cleth clean and have plenty 
of clean water. Do not use soap. The 
water is better when it has been boiled 
with some bran (in a bag) in it. 

Upkolstery Leather.—To clean and re 
vive. wipe until the dirt is removed with 
a woolen cloth, dipped in very hot milk; 
then wipe dry with a soft flannel. When 
clean go over the surface with a piece of 
flannel on which is spread a thin layer 
of prepared wax about as jarge as a pea: 
After waxing, go over the leather with 
a clean soft flannel, rubbing briskly but 
not too hard. To make the wax, cut two 
ounces of beeswax fnto small bits and 
put them in a bowl, placing the bow! in 
a pan of hot water on the back of the 
range.. When the wax is soft, take it from 
the fire and beat into it a quarter of a 
cup of turpentine and 1-2 tablespoon of 
paraffin oil. It should then be used: but 
if it becomes cold before it is to be used, 
put it in a pan of hot water and tet it 
stand for a few minutes.

_ fown—May Accept Offer of Cinema.

ILL the Passion Play of Oberam- 
mergau—-unique in the annals of 
the religious drama throughout 
three centuries covering its pres- 
entations—falij a victim to the 
lure of the cinema? 


Is this reverent portrayal of 
~ the passion and crucifixion of 
Christ, “cicgivba in the travail of despond- 
ency and nurtured and sustained by a 
solemn oath to God given in the hour of 
adversity, to become a medium for ex- 
Ploitation by the commercial film pro- 
moter? 
The proposition has been made to the 


peasants of the little Bavarian village 
that film producers come to their home 
when the next presentation of the pageant- 
drama is offered, and in the sacred: pre- 
eincts of the historic theater set up their 
batteries of lights and cameras, and that 
then, to the megaphoned bawlings of .a 
leather-lunged director, the actors panto- 
mime the scenes and tableaux of tle Pas- 
sion Play. 

Oberammergau is said to be wavering. 


War and its aftermath has hit the com- 
munity most mightily. This influence 


has altered appreciably its complexion of ~ 


character. The simple -woodcarver be- 
came worldly wise through contact with 
crude soldier life. The almighty American 
dollar looms in proportions magnified the 
more as post-bellum conditions increase 
its buying power, Oberammergau is like- 
ly to succumb to the temptation. 

After a lapse of twelve years, the Pas- 
sion Play will be done again this summer. 
’ For three centuries this quaint valley of 
the Tyrol has been the Mecca of the 
Christian world each ten years, when the 
humble residents, turning from their daily 
tasks, gave throughout the summer their 
unique portrayal, 

It was a religious duty with them-—-the 
fulfillment of a vow made in 1633 when 
a blight swept the land and the flax.crop 
was destroyed. it was kept,. too,

All this was altered. Ro- 
chus Dedler, the school- 
master,. wrote the musical 
settings which theme the 
performance.

With the resumption of. industry and the 
work of eradicating the prifit: of “Mars’ 
fron heel, Oberammergau ‘has’ turned to 
the task of making amends for its lapse 
in the stress of war. A year’s prepara- 
tion is required for the production of the 


play. Even now, throughout-the ‘length © 


and breadth of the valley, the center. of 
interest is in the selection of principals 
to portray the Biblical characters and the 
task of rehearsing them. 


NE of the principal workers of the 
Oberammergau group is missing this 
season. A few months since Father 
Schroeder, priest of the hamlet for the 
last thirty-two years, was gathered to his 
fathers, and his death takes from the vil- 
lage the -most zealous supporter of the 
traditions of the Passion Play.
